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SOUTH Somerset District Council 
(SSDC) has announced a 3.28 per cent 
increase of its element of council tax. 

The decision had cross-party support and, to¬ 
gether with the 1.99 per cent rise for Avon and 
Somerset Police; the 1.99 per cent increase for 
Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue Author¬ 
ity rise; 3.99 per cent rise for Somerset County 
Council rise, it results in an overall 3.57 per 
cent council tax bill increase for an average

For all public services, including the parish 
and town councils, the average Band D house¬ 
hold will pay £1630.38* over the year. 

The government has reduced the support 
grant it gives to councils and will eliminate the 
Revenue Support Grant completely by 2019.

Somerset women protest pension age 


MEMBERS of Women Against State Pension 
Inequality's (WASPI) Somerset branch de¬ 
scended on Westminster on budget day. 

They were joined at the mass-demonstra¬ 
tion by branches from other parts of the UK 
to send a clear message. 

The WASPI campaign is asking the gov¬ 
ernment for relief from the changes that 
have seen many women's pension age rise 
twice, taking it from age 60 to 66, with little 
time to prepare and make alternative finan¬ 
cial arrangements. 

The Somerset branch was led by co-ordi- 


nators Rose Lee, from Crewkerne, Marilyn 
Preston, Sheryl Walmsley and Sue Bloska. 

A branch spokesperson said: "Once gath¬ 
ered, the ladies, together with some hus¬ 
bands and helpers, presented a formidable 
sight as they joined with over 6,000 fellow 
protestors outside the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

"There are an estimated 3.48 million 
WASPI women in the UK - those who have 
had their retirement dreams shattered by 
the accelerated, and in many cases un-no-

cut of £0.9million and, by 2020/21, total savings 
of £4.7million will be required, including an an¬ 
nual tariff of £330,000 which has to be handed 
back to central government for redistribution. 

The council is also embarking on a transfor¬ 
mation programme which will save £2 million 
from operating costs over the next three years. 

New income will also have to be generated by 
“embracing a more commercial approach”. 

Councillor Peter Seib, portfolio holder for fi¬ 
nance at South Somerset District Council, com¬ 
mented: “The government now wants South 
Somerset to fund its services locally and is re¬ 
moving Revenue Support Grant very quickly. 

“Council staff are already working hard on a 
major transformation to the way in which we 
work that will reduce back-office costs signifi¬ 
cantly over two years, and we are also seeking 
new income through commercial projects. 

“Even so, to balance the budget we have had 
to both draw down reserves and increase tax. 

“People have told us very clearly on the 
doorstep and in surveys that they value the ser¬ 
vices and support they receive from SSDC, and 
that they would rather spend a little more, if it 
stops those being cut. 

“On that basis, there was cross-party support 
for the budget. 

“What has knocked us for six is the new tariff 
from 2019/20 of £330,000 annually, which we 
will have to collect locally and send back to cen¬ 
tral government for redistribution. That seems 
a very unfair deal for a rural area.”

EDDC plans for housing company 


EAST Devon District Council is looking to set¬ 
up its own local housing company to play a 
more significant role in the local housing mar¬ 
ket and increase housing supply in the area to 
meet the demand for good quality housing. 

The company, which would be wholly owned 
by the council, could play a key role in deliver¬ 
ing new homes to the district’s growing popu¬ 
lation. 

It would be financed by the council and any 
profits would come back to the council. 

Other key priorities for the new company 
would be to improve the quality of rented ac¬ 
commodation across the district, provide hous¬ 
ing for sale and shared ownership, and set 
standards for good housing design and manage¬ 
ment in the local housing market. 

A report setting out the outline business case 
for the proposal was approved by the council’s 
Cabinet on March 8th. 

The report outlines the purpose, legal position 
and operational considerations of running such 
a company. 

Among the benefits would be the opportunity 
to buy and let existing homes, including acquir¬ 
ing properties from developers, with the possi¬ 
bility of developing council-owned land or land 
bought through the open market. 

The company would be run as a business by a 
board of directors. 

The report adds: “The company can start 


small and build over time. Being entirely under 
the control of the council, we can operate at a 
pace that we are comfortable with, managing 
risk and exploring opportunity for develop¬ 
ment that are viable and provide a return on 
our investment.” 

EDDC has a wealth of experience in housing 
and is one of the reducing number of councils 
in the country which still manages its own 
council housing stock of around 4,200 proper¬ 
ties. 

This experience will assist in the operation of 
the company, although it is recognised that it 
will need to operate on commercial terms free 
from many of the local government restric¬ 
tions. 

Cllr Jill Elson, EDDC’s Portfolio holder for 
homes and communities, said: “This presents a 
wonderful opportunity for the council to play a 
more active part in the local housing market. 

“We have researched the proposal carefully 
and fully, looked at the risks and rewards, and 
decided that the local housing company model 
is a suitable model for the council to deliver its 
housing ambitions. 

“We are seeing high levels of demand for 
housing in the area and see this as a way of in¬ 
creasing supply consistent with the govern¬ 
ment’s growth agenda.” 

The council will now prepare an initial busi¬ 
ness plan, identify the first projects and report 
back to the council. 


Warning over council tax scam 


RESIDENTS across South Somerset and East 
Devon are being warned to be wary of Council 
Tax scams that may be prevalent in the next 
few weeks as bills start to be delivered to 
households. 

The offer to reduce your Council Tax banding, 
reduce your monthly payments or claim money 
back for a small fee may sound enticing, but it's 
more than likely that you have been contacted 
by a scammer who is only interested in getting 
money or your bank details out of you. 

One scam currently in operation that has 
been highlighted to South Somerset District 
Council asks for you to confirm your bank de¬ 
tails in an email to receive a refund for your pre¬ 
vious year's Council Tax bill. 

The email even gives a telephone number to 
call which is a direct line to the Council Tax 
Team at Oldham Council, making it appear 
even more genuine. 

There are key things to check when you re¬ 
ceive communication about Council Tax: 

• When writing to you. District Councils will ad¬ 
dress the letter directly to you rather than to 
'the occupier' or 'sir/madam'; 

• Councils will never ask for your bank account 
details on the phone or via email, to refund 
overpaid council tax. 

Many scams involve asking for a fee to see if 


your Council Tax banding can be lowered. This 
is a service that can be done for free. 

Council Tax bands are set by the Valuation Of¬ 
fice Agency and can only be changed under 
certain conditions. Details can be found at 
www.gov.uk/council-tax-appeals. 

Ian Potter, Revenues Manager at South Som¬ 
erset District Council said: "Many scams are 
highlighted to the council and we try to inform 
residents when they are brought to our atten¬ 
tion because ultimately it’s you, the resident, 
who may lose out. 

"If you are struggling to pay your Council Tax 
bill and need help, speak with a member of the 
Council Tax Team on 01935 462462 who will be 
able to offer help and advice." 

Councillor Peter Seib, Portfolio Holder for Fi¬ 
nance & Legal Services at SSDC added: "If you 
are due a refund of overpaid Council Tax we 
will do this automatically. 

"You can check your Council Tax band with 
the Valuation Office for free. In either case 
don't let a scammer con you."

Hospital beds: Health and Wellbeing 
Scrutiny Committee question decision 


DEVON County Council’s Health 
and Wellbeing Scrutiny Committee 
has asked NEW Devon Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group to come back with 
assurances regarding the CCG’s de¬ 
cision to reduce the number of com¬ 
munity hospital beds in East Devon. 

After holding a public consulta¬ 
tion, the CCG announced a decision 
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to reduce the number of community 
hospital beds in East Devon from 143 
to 72. But members of the independ¬ 
ent scrutiny committee felt that con¬ 
sultation was flawed, and that the 
CCG’s decision was not in the inter¬ 
ests of the health service in the area. 

Following discussion at its meet¬ 
ing last week, the committee settled 
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on a list of assurances that it has 
now asked of the CCG, with the sug¬ 
gestion that unless adequate re¬ 
sponses are forthcoming within 28 
days of official notification of the 
committee’s request, the committee 
could refer the matter to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Health, Jeremy 
Hunt. 

Those assurances include a clearer 
explanation of what care at home - 
the alternative to care in community 
hospitals - will look like, following 
concerns that there may not be ade¬ 
quate care available in people’s 
homes. 

And given staffing shortages 
within the NHS and significant chal¬ 
lenges for adult social care, the com¬ 
mittee wants to know how many 
more staff are required to make the 
new model of care work. 

There was concern among the com¬ 
mittee regarding a new government 
direction coming into effect next 
month, that will require health 
trusts to prove that there is suffi¬ 
cient alternative care provision, be¬ 
fore any hospital beds are lost. 

And, the committee resolved, there 


is not a clear plan from the CCG 
about the future of the hospital 
buildings that have lost their beds, 
and that are now in the ownership of 
NHS Property Services. 

Councillor Richard Westlake, the 
chairman of the cross-party Health 
and Wellbeing Scrutiny Committee, 
said: “We believe that the CCG’s re¬ 
cent decision requires further 
thought, and we have invited them 
to give us assurances regarding a 
number of concerns highlighted by 
the committee. 

“The consultation, we believe, was 
flawed in that it excluded Okehamp¬ 
ton and Honiton hospitals from the 
consultation. We also do not believe 
that the decision as it stands is in the 
best interests of the health service in 
the area, considering the significa¬ 
tion pressures on hospitals, such as 
the Royal Devon and Exeter, for hos¬ 
pital beds.” 

• County councillor Claire Wright 
will speak on the situation at a pub¬ 
lic meeting on Saturday, March 18th 
at Colyford Memorial Hall, from 
4:30pm. The event has been organ¬ 
ised by East Devon Alliance.

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MP welcomes 
social care boost 

EAST Devon MP, Sir Hugo Swire, has wel¬ 
comed the Government’s decision to plough bil¬ 
lions of pounds extra into the social care 
system saying it will mitigate the loss of hospi¬ 
tal beds in Devon. 

As part of the Budget announced last week, 
Chancellor Philip Hammond announced that 
there would be £2billion of additional grant 
funding for social care over the next three 
years, with £lbn available in 2017-18. 

Mr Hammond says the additional funding 
will allow local authorities to ‘act now’ to com¬ 
mission care packages. 

Over the past months Sir Hugo has led calls 
for greater social care funding. He was part of 
a cross-party delegation of MPs which recently 
met with the Prime Minister, Theresa May, to 
discuss social care. 

He has also made the case for more funding 
on numerous occasions in the House of Com¬ 
mons and most recently last week when he 
questioned Treasury ministers on the subject. 

Sir Hugo said: “I have been proud to be part 
of the parliamentary campaign for more social 
care spending and I pay tribute to my col¬ 
leagues from across the political spectrum for 
making the case to Government so effectively. 

“An extra £2bn over the next three years will 
alleviate much of this pressure.”

Prince of Wales meets the 
team looking after Ham Hill 


THE Prince of Wales was given a warm wel¬ 
come by the delighted South Somerset District 
Council Ranger Team when he visited Ham 
Hill Country Park recently. 

The Duchy of Cornwall owns 25 hectares of 
the most popular recreational land at Ham Hill 
and Prince Charles spent about an hour taking 
in this area, which includes the iconic war 
memorial and stone circle. 

The council’s countryside ranger team man¬ 
age the land on behalf of the Duchy, as part of 
the wider Ham Hill Country Park, and country¬ 
side ranger, Paul McNeill, took the opportunity 
to explain about land management undertaken 
by the team and the contribution of many, ded¬ 
icated volunteers who help out on the site 
every week. 

Paul said: “A huge majority of the Duchy's 
land is part of the Scheduled Ancient Monu¬ 
ment of Hamdon Hill, designated to protect the 
massive Iron Age and later Roman earthworks 
that make Ham Hill so important. 

“Our role is to manage the habitats on top of 
the ancient monument and protect the archae¬ 
ological remains that lie beneath our feet. 


“We walked through one of the busiest areas 
of the site on a lovely day and the small herd of 
Red Devon cattle behaved impeccably - coming 
to meet Prince Charles just as we explained 
about their conservation grazing of the site and 
how this encourages wildflowers on the cal¬ 
careous soils. 

“Prince Charles is patron of the Rare Breeds 
Survival Trust and seemed pleased to see the 
Duchy land being managed so appropriately. It 
was a pleasure to present him with two jars of 
Ham Hill honey, made by bees in hives on Ham 
Hill, which forage flowers like birds foot trefoil 
and scabious in the summer grasslands on the 
hill.” 

Katy Menday, the council’s countryside man¬ 
ager, added: “It was a huge privilege for us to 
accompany Prince Charles on a visit to Ham 
Hill. 

“This is a very special place for many people 
and it was a wonderful experience to explain 
about the wildlife, geology and history that 
make Ham Hill and the country park a trea¬ 
sured location for local people and visitors to 
the area.”

Thorne Lane to close 
for patching work 

THERE are going to be further closures 
along Thorne Lane in Yeovil later this 
month for workmen to carry out "patching 
works" along the road. 

Somerset County Council is to make an 
order prohibiting all traffic from proceed¬ 
ing along Thorne Lane from the junction 
with Larkhill Road westwards for a dis¬ 
tance of 500 metres. 

This order will enable Somerset High¬ 
ways to carry out "patching works" in this 
road which has become bad for motorists 
with ruts and potholes. 

The order will become effective on Mon¬ 
day, March 27th. The works are expected 
to last for five evenings and a diversion 
route will be in place while the road is 
closed in the evening. 

It is the latest piece of traffic disruption 
for that area of Yeovil which is having to 
put up with the ongoing housing develop¬ 
ment at Brimsmore. 

Crews called to bus on 
fire at railway station 

TWO fire engines were sent to Yeovil Rail¬ 
way Junction on Wednesday, March 8th 
following reports of a bus on fire. 

The alarm was raised just before 9.30am 
and firefighters from Yeovil made their 
way to Yeovil Junction at Stoford on the 
outskirts of town. 

On arrival the firefighters found there 
was a small amount of smoke coming 
from the front of the bus and confirmed 
there had been a small fire involving 
wiring which was out by the time they had 
arrived at the scene.

Will £150k be spent on Cresta pool? 


COUNCILLORS have supported plans to have a 
public-use defibrillator in Chard town centre, 
although a location has not been decided. 

Members of Chard Town Council agreed on 
Monday, February 20th to a proposal put for¬ 
ward by the Mayor, Councillor Dave Bulmer, to 
look into getting a life-saving defibrillator in¬ 
stalled, which could be used by the public in the 
event of someone having a heart attack. 

The mayor had initially suggested that it 
could be installed at the rear of the Guildhall 
building, but this was ruled out. 

Councillor Cathie Morrison, who seconded 
the mayor’s motion, suggested that the defibril¬ 
lator should be installed inside the Guildhall 
foyer and be available for use between 9am to 
5pm during the week and at other times when 
the building was open to the public. 

She added that keeping the defibrillator in¬ 
doors would also help to keep it safe from van¬ 
dalism. 

Following somebody suffering a heart attack 
the chance of survival decreases by 23 per cent 
per minute. It is therefore vital that medical 
treatment starts as soon as possible. 

A defibrillator delivers an electrical current 
through the chest which aims to shock the heart 
back into a normal rhythm allowing it to pump 
again. 

A quick response using automated technology 
can significantly improve the person’s quality 
of life, as the longer the brain is starved of oxy¬ 
gen, the more damage occurs. 

An AED is a portable defibrillator especially 
designed for people with no medical back¬ 
ground where voice commands and screen mes¬ 
sages guide the user through the process and 
the technology will only allow it to shock a 
“shockable” heart rhythm. 

The rates of survival for people experiencing 
sudden cardiac arrest are five per cent with 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation alone and 50 per 
cent with defibrillation. 


Chard already has a number of defibrillators 
in the town at doctors’ surgeries and the fire sta¬ 
tion, but they are not accessible for people to 
use around the clock. 

And Councillor Steve Warwick said he was 
concerned that the planned public defibrillator 
for Chard town centre would not be available 
for use 24 hours a day. 

“The defibrillators are absolutely amazing 
and they help the user through every step,” he 
said. “My only concern is that we haven’t got 
any in the town which are available all of the 
time. 

“Shouldn’t we have a defibrillator external to 
a building such as the Guildhall? By the time 
you get a keyholder to open the building, the 
person needing the defibrillator could die. 

“It shouldn’t be inside the Guildhall, but out¬ 
side - but where, I do not know.” 

He said he did not see the point of having a de¬ 
fibrillator locked up inside the Guildhall at 
night while somebody could be right outside the 
front doors having a heart attack. 

Councillor Jason Baker added: “It should be 
available 24 hours a day and we shouldn’t have 
it locked away at night.” 

Councillor Morrison said she would “love for 
it to be on the outside” but added that the prob¬ 
lem with the Guildhall was that it was a listed 
building and special planning permission was 
required to attach things to the walls outside. 

It was suggested earlier in the debate that the 
Chard Town Team had already been investigat¬ 
ing various funding avenues at getting a defib¬ 
rillator for the town centre. 

Councillor Garry Shortland, who chairs the 
Town Team, said they had been liaising with 
their first-aid providers about getting a ma¬ 
chine. 

Councillors agreed to investigate further the 
possibility of getting a defibrillator and funding 
opportunities. 


REPORTS suggest that Somerset County 
Council is to spend £150,000 on improve¬ 
ments at the much-maligned Cresta swim¬ 
ming pool facility in Chard. 

The news came at the full Chard Town Coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday, February 20th when 
a report was given by Councillor Nigel Pear¬ 
son, who represents the area at County Hall 
in Taunton. 

Although Councillor Pearson said there was 
general "bad news" about county council 
budgets and cuts to services in the months 
ahead, he said there was some "good news" 
about the swimming pool. 

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor Dave Bul¬ 


mer, later said he had heard that £150,000 
had been earmarked by the county council to 
deal with important health and safety issues 
at the pool in Zembard Lane. 

He indicated that, although the money 
should be welcomed, there were other issues 
at the pool which still needed to be sorted 
out. 

It could be argued that a petition started last 
month by pool-user Tracy Slater has had the 
desired effect of the county council sitting up 
and taking notice that money needs to be 
spent at Cresta, which has suffered a cata¬ 
logue of mishaps because of maintenance 
and technical issues.

Pre-school appeals for help to 
raise £50,000 for new building 


MOSTERTON Pre-School is appealing for help 
to make its dream of having its own building a 
reality. 

The group currently operates every morning 
from the village hall, which has been home to 
the pre-school for 36 years. 

However, with more children locally, places 
are full with a waiting list and the government 
plans to introduce a free childcare opportunity 
to parents for up to 30 hours per week. 

This would enable parents to take up full-time 
work, but the pre-school can only use the vil¬ 
lage hall in the mornings due to other hall user 
commitments. 

For some years the pre-school has been 
fundraising for this project and has managed 
to raise £60,000 so far, but it needs to raise an¬ 
other £50,000 before September. 

Sarah Woods, manager of the preschool, said: 
“We have worked extremely hard in recent 
years to fundraise £60,000 towards our 
preschool building project, and this has had an 
enormous boost recently by obtaining a grant 


from the local authority. 

“However, with rising construction costs, we 
now find ourselves with a shortfall. 

“The conditions of the grant requires the 
building to be operational by September this 
year, therefore we now have a limited time to 
make our dream of a purpose built pre-school 
for the local children a reality.” 

Plans for the new pre-school building, which 
will be sited next to Parrett and Axe Primary 
School in Fairoak Way, have been approved by 
planners at West Dorset District Council. 

The proposed building will include a separate 
dinning room, a sleep/sensory room, a recep¬ 
tion area, a kitchen, equipment store and sepa¬ 
rate rooms for the Busy Bees class - which is 
aimed at children who are getting ready for 
school that academic year - and the younger 
children in Caterpillars.

“In 1974 she began studying martial arts and 
in 1978 she was ordained as a Buddhist nun. 

“A major part of her work was with death row 
inmates in the USA which led to the Liberation 
Prison Project. 

“Her teachings are accessible to Buddhists 
and non Buddhists alike. 

“She is particularly well known for her work 
with death row inmates in the USA and the 
clarity and down to earth nature of her teach¬ 
ing. 

“This is an exciting opportunity for us in Som¬ 
erset.”

I ’VE always believed 
that a good local news¬ 
paper has to be part of 
the community, support¬ 
ing good causes and pro¬ 
viding essential publicity 
for the dozens of events 
that can genuinely make 
a difference for those who 
have been dealt a bad 
hand in life. 

The newspapers I have 
edited or managed over 
the years have never 
walked away from taking 
on the difficult stories, 
putting our heads above 
the parapet in dealing 
with officialdom and re¬ 
porting arrogance of 
those in authority. 

There may have been 
times when we’ve over¬ 
stepped the mark, but 
we’ve never shied away 
from making sure our 
readers have their say. 


This was a lesson I 
learnt when I worked for 
Jimmy Hall at the Sid¬ 
mouth Herald, about 
whom I wrote in my last 
column. 

Jimmy, an ex-Fleet 
Streeter, wrote a bril¬ 
liantly fearless column in 
the Herald called Trank 
Burgess’. 

It didn’t make him pop¬ 
ular but it was compul¬ 
sive reading when the 
Herald sold more copies 
in Sidmouth than there 
were houses. 

I enjoyed my nine years 
in Sidmouth immensely 
and have retained a fond¬ 
ness for the town ever 
since. 

I had a young but enthu¬ 
siastic young editorial 
team, two of whom went 
on to great things in the 
world of newspapers. 


Mark Hollands joined 
me as a 16-year-old cub 
reporter and ended up 
being one of the most in¬ 
fluential voices in the 
press in Australia and is 
now a successful author. 

He worked alongside 
Geoff Baker, a brilliant 
writer who went on to 
find fame in Fleet Street 
and held down one of the 
top jobs in public rela¬ 
tions, looking after the 
PR for Beatle Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney for 15 years. 

Geoff is back in living in 
Lyme Regis these days 
and works on a freelance 
basis for the newspapers 
I manage in London. 

He’s lost none of his de¬ 
sire for a great scoop and 
regards Jimmy Hall as 
one of the greatest influ¬ 
ences of his working life. 

Geoff and I met up with 


Mark on a recent visit to 
the UK to catch up with 
his family and we en¬ 
joyed a meal at the Blue 
Ball in Sidford, one of 
our old haunts. 

It’s more than 30 years 
since we worked to¬ 
gether but Mark still re¬ 
tains those boyish looks, 
so evident in the photo 
above when we played in 
a charity football match 
we helped to organise at 
Sidmouth Town FC. 

This event was a classic 
example of how a local 
newspaper can play a 
crucial role in doing a bit 
of good in the commu¬ 
nity. 

We joined forces with 
Sidmouth and Ottery St 
Mary football clubs to 
put on a charity game for 
a young father, Chris 
Salter, an Ottery player 
who died tragically 
young. 

Westward TV gave 
their full support with 
anchorman Ken Mac¬ 
Leod and presenter Ali¬ 
son Holloway, later to be¬ 
come one of Jim Dav¬ 
idson’s wives, making an 
appearance. 

Alison kicked off the 
main game in the tight¬ 
est pair of shorts I can re¬ 
member seeing. 

A crowd of more than 
1,000 turned up for match 
and we raised a consider¬ 
able amount of money. 


I managed to get on for 
part of the game and, ac¬ 
cording to Mark who 
messaged me on Face- 
book, I took out Exeter 
City player Nicky Jen¬ 
nings waist high. Too 
slow to catch him, no 
doubt. 

The fundraising contin¬ 
ued in the clubhouse af¬ 
terwards, with Ken 
MacLeod leading the 
proceedings, after which 
we all “got smashed”, ac¬ 
cording to Mark. 

No wonder my recollec¬ 
tions of the day are a bit 
fuzzy so apologies if 
there are any inaccura¬ 


cies in the above. 

I have been involved in 
many such events down 
the years, always with 
great support from my 
staff. 

In recent times Pul- 
man’s View From raised 
£10,000 for the Rotary 
Waterbox charity and 
last year we fronted 
a campaign to ensure 
the Red Arrows ap¬ 
peared in Lyme Regis, 
retaining a 40-year link 
with the resort, by rais¬ 
ing their fee of around 
£12,000 - something we 
hope to do again this 
year.

When The Eye Has Gone tells 
the all too brief life of Colin 
“Ollie” Milburn - the cricket¬ 
ing legend who was one of Eng¬ 
land’s most unlikely sporting 
heroes. Full of anecdotes, a 
thumping soundtrack and a 
large gin and coke, the story 
swings backwards and for¬ 



wards through Milburn’s life 
as he raises a glass to the tri¬ 
umphs, including his first Test 
Century against the West In¬ 
dies at Lords in 1966 and the 
disasters, like losing his left 
eye in a car accident in 1969. 

The extraordinary story of 
Colin Milburn has all the hall¬ 
marks of a Greek tragedy. In 
1966 he became a household 
name, scoring a blistering cen¬ 
tury against the mighty West 
Indies in only his second test. 
He then caused a major sensa¬ 
tion playing for Western Aus¬ 
tralia in the Sheffield Shield 
smashing 243 against Queens¬ 
land at Brisbane in an in¬ 
nings described by Don 
Bradman as “the greatest 
innings played by an En¬ 
glishman on Australian 
soil”. This was quickly 
followed by another glo¬ 
rious century for Eng¬ 
land against Pakistan in 
Lahore. 

Just a few weeks later, 
on his triumphant return 
to England, he lost his 
left eye in a car crash in 
Northampton, an injury 
that effectively ended his 
career and life prospects. 
His subsequent decline 
into alcoholism ended 
with his death from a 


heart attack at the age of 48. 
Ian Botham was one of the pall 
bearers. 

Originally commissioned by

Association for Mind Matters, 
their mental health awareness 
programme, When The Eye Has 
Gone was written by the award¬ 
winning playwright Dougie 
Blaxland, nom de plume of 
James Graham-Brown, a for¬ 
mer Derbyshire and Kent all- 
rounder and directed by 
Roughhouse Theatre.

It’s not all song 
and dance at the 

Theatre this week 


IN THEATRE, just like in 
life, it’s good to occasionally 
be taken out of your comfort 
zone and this is something 
I’ve had to learn over the 
last two years. 

Given the choice, my ideal 
viewing is and always will 
be an all singing, all dancing 
musical, but recently my 
eyes have been opened to a 
whole world of theatre, 
which I had no idea could be 
quite so enthralling. 

Like film and television, 
it’s sometimes the darker 
material, which has more of 
an impact, so, rather than 
shows with tap shoes and 
plenty of vibrato (my pre¬ 
ferred theatrical lot), this 


week has been filled with 
powerful portrayals and pro¬ 
ductions I would never nor¬ 
mally choose to see. 

It's great to experience a 
full range, but you do need 
to make sure you're emo¬ 
tionally robust (which I'm 
not!) before you visit and my 
delicate state was well and 
truly tested right at the be¬ 
ginning of the week with a 
trip to Thomas Hardye 
School. 

I was invited to see the A- 
Level Drama students per¬ 
form their examination 
pieces and although there 
was a wealth of exceptional 
talent on display, some of 
the subject matter, which 


they had chosen was hor¬ 
rific; boundary pushing in 
every sense and worryingly 
thought provoking. 

My next theatre trip wasn’t 
much cheerier either as I 
headed off to Southwark 
Playhouse to see The Diary 
of a Teenage Girl. I like to go 
in cold when it comes to the¬ 
atre and try not to read too 
much about shows before 
my visit and so, I had in my 
mind that the production 
was going to be a, kind of, 
girl’s version of Adrian 
Mole. 

How wrong could I be? It 
turns out very. Although the 
play is a comedy, it’s actu¬ 
ally about a girl being sexu¬

ally abused, so I failed to see 
the funny side. That said, it 
was very well done and as a 
critic, you have to take into 
consideration the quality of 
the production, not just your 
own personal taste when 
you are reviewing some¬ 
thing. 

Next on the list was a visit 
to the Harold Pinter to see 
Imelda Staunton and co in 
Who’s afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. The multi-award 
winner was absolutely ma¬ 
jestic throughout, but I have 
to admit that I had no idea 
what was going on for most 
of play. 

I then trooped down to the 
Old Vic to see Daniel Rad¬ 
cliffe in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, 
which although wordy and 
at times a little baffling, pro¬ 
vided the light relief I had 
been longing for all week. 

All of the plays were ex¬ 
tremely well done and kept 
me on the edge of my seat, 


but I couldn’t help but yearn 
for a musical to lighten my 
mood and leave me with a 
spring in my step. 

I will start to scratch my 
musical theatre itch again 
very soon however, as I’m 
about to get back on the 
stage myself. I’m ecstatic to 
be joining the cast of Spa- 
malot in Axminster and will 
start rehearsals in May. 

The hilarious musical com¬ 
edy, based on Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail will be 
staged at the Guildhall in 
September and I’m playing 
the coveted role of the Lady 
of the Lake, a part which has 
been played by the likes of 
Bonnie Langford and Jodie 
Prenger, so I’ll be sure to ask 
their advice before I start. 

Next week I'm off to see a 
play called Seventeen at the 
Lyric Hammersmith-which 
sees a cast of veteran actors 
take on the role of a group of 
teenagers-before I get to 
have a look at the newly re¬ 


opened Bush Theatre. 

I’m then off to see Stepping 
Out, which stars Amanda 
Holden and has had a last 
minute cast change due to 
Tamsin Outhwaite breaking 
her foot. Her replacement is 
a highly acclaimed musical 
theatre performer called 
Anna Jane Casey, someone I 
have a huge amount of admi¬ 
ration for, so I’m actually re¬ 
ally pleased I will get to see 
her. As she is an outstand¬ 
ing dancer, I’m hoping her 
twinkle toes will help to ‘Tap 
my troubles away’.

GUINNESS BEER 
CASTLE 



ONE of Ireland's most historic homes is for sale. Celebrate St. Patrick's 
Day and 'drown the shamrock' at the Guinness Beer Castle that has 
reigned over the rolling emerald hills of Ireland near Dublin since the 
18th century. In recent history, the castle housed Guinness-beer 
heiress Oonagh, Lady Oranmore and Browne, one of the three "golden 
Guinness girls," who entertained lavishly and whose guests have in¬ 
cluded the Rolling Stones, Anjelica Huston (who grew up next-door), 
Lucian Freud, and U2's Bono. 

Dublin's most famous export, Guinness beer, first arrived in the 
United States on the shore of North Carolina in 1817 under the direc¬ 
tion of Arthur Guinness II, first heir to the company. The dark ale, 


known as stout, became an instant hit as it spread its de¬ 
licious exports around the world. Today, offering eleven 
distinct varieties, thousands of bottles will be consumed 
on St. Patrick's Day, a one-day break from Lent, after six¬ 
teen days of building up a powerful thirst. Though to 
many Americans, St. Patrick's Day has evolved into 
green beer and a drinking free-for-all, if you're heading 
to Dublin to celebrate and take a tour of the Guinness 
castle, be forewarned that you'll probably be doing it 
with other tourists in the Guinness' Temple Bar neigh¬ 
borhood because when the parade is over most of the lo¬ 
cals head home to a nice dinner and an evening of calm 
entertainment. 

The castle, named Luggala, is on 5,000 acres and lies 
within its original 18th-century gardens surrounded by 
old Irish oaks, emerald lawns, heather and wildflowers 
overlooking the dark blue water of Lough (Lake) Tay. 
Though not of massive proportions and tall spires, Lug- 
gala, a former hunting lodge, is comprised of 19,099 
square feet of living space with a total of 27 bedrooms 
and 18 full baths. With its low-lying crenellated roofline, 
the whitewashed structure makes a striking statement 
against the dark-wooded backdrop. Leaning toward 
Gothic style, it is awash with little battlements, crochets, 
trefoil and quatrefoil windows and ogee mantelpieces 
throughout. Structures on the property include the main 
house with seven bedrooms, dining room, large entrance 
hall, three main reception rooms and library, a four-bed¬ 
room guest house and another 17 bedrooms between 
seven lodges and cottages within the estate. A fascinat¬ 
ing story of the estate's history can be found in "Luggala 
Days: The Story of a Guinness House" by Robert 
O'Byrne, who tells that it was once called "the most dec¬ 
orative honey pot in Ireland" and elaborates on its scan¬ 
dals and intrigues. 

Now for sale, the 18th-century castle that beer bought 
and was always known as a house of great welcome and 
happiness, according to historians, is priced at $29.5 mil¬ 
lion or about 28 million euros.
